Ceremonies With Whleh n Body I* 
Consigned to the Grave. 

When the life of a Mohammedan is 
ebbing away a distinguished reader of 
the Koran is summoned to recite aloud 
its chapter on the resurrection, so that 
the spirit of the person, on hearing it 
i ma y have an easy death. The Mo¬ 
hammedan believes that the vital prin- 
. clples of the whole system are concen¬ 
trated in the bead, when death Is the 
result The watchers at the bedside 
also read some passages, and then a 
drink of sherbet is given to the pa¬ 
tient to lessen the pangs of death. A9 
soon as the spark of life has fled, the 
two great toes are tied together with 
a thin strip of cloth, the mouth Is 
closed, and Incense is burned near the 
body. 

The interment follows a few hours 
after death. The “washers” are men 
and women who wash and shroud the 
body and dig a hole in the earth to 
bold the water, so that it cannot spread 
very much, as it is considered unlucky 
to tread on this water. The washing is 
a great ceremony, and when finished 
the body is shrouded with even more 
ceremony. If there is a widow of the 
deceased, she returns the dowry her 
husband had given her. If the deceas¬ 
ed’s mother Is present, she says, "The 
mWk with which I suckled thee I freely 
bestow upon thee.” Thus she resigns 
the debt of the deceased to her. When

It seemed to us a somewhat purpose¬ 
less proceeding The rain was and had 
been heavy. The ground was saturat¬ 
ed. There seemed no prospect of Its 
drying In a hurry. As Nefta was only 
half a day's march away It seemed 
unnecessary to start In frantic haste in 
the middle of the night In a pouring 
rain. Ahmeda, however, made no an¬ 
swer to oar protests.

Morning broke wan and sickly. As 
the light grew the rain slackened. The 
big warm drops became less frequent 
and at last ceased. The dull, claque 
gky was pasty white and the air hot 
and oppressive, bat the wind still blew 
as hard aa or harder than ever. 

Hardly had the rain stopped when I 
tasted between lips and teeth the fa¬ 
miliar, grit t y texture of sand. Hardly 
the light Increased sufficiently to 
disclose to view the drifts whan all 
their edges and create could be seen 
crawling and flickering in the gale. Al¬ 
ready there was the droning sound in 
the air which meant that the dunes 
were walking. We saw at last the rea¬ 
son for the hurry. The rdln cannot hold 
the sand for more than the Instant It 
is falling its soon as It strikes the 
earth It sinks in. One moment you may 
be streaming with water like a drown¬ 
ed rat, the next you are choking in 
clouds of sand. 

The air grew darker and darker, and 
the roar of the sand as It rushed along 
the desert made speech, except by 
shouting, Impossible. I conld Just dis¬ 
tinguish our tall camels In the gloom, 
their ungainly action giving them 
something the look of ships pitching 
and tossing in a gale. 

Ahmeda led the way by some mys¬ 
terious instinct to ns totally Incompre¬ 
hensible. We followed as beet we 
might, breathing sand as we went, our 
beads bent to protect our faces. My 
recollection of the next two hours la no 
more definite than would be the recol-' 
lection of being rolled over aid! over 
by a huge breaker. A singing and 
roaring In the ears, almost total blind¬ 
ness, a sense of suffocation and the 
feeling that I was In the hands of 
, elements more At ■

When we at last got to Nefta we 
“could not have been more saturated 
with sand had we been burled In it 
and dog np again. Hair, ears, clothes 
were full of it I Our cheeks were scar¬ 
let and sore with the ceaseless batter- 
tog, and oo them had formed bard 
crus t s of aflad, cemented by the wa¬ 
ter that had streamed from our eyas.
